Andover needs an organization through which the business- 
man can function, an organization which will represent him and 
his interests. 


This subject which has been in the discussion stage for the 
past few years, was brought to a head last Christmas when 
Andover’s meagre Yuletide decorations were compared with the 
gay holiday garb of many other communities.

INTERNATIONAL WHIRLIGIG 
Plucky Poland Still Resists 


Harsh Communist Regime 


Stalin is not very successful in 
his high-pressure attempts to scare 
non-communist Poles into loving 
Russia, the nation they loathe. 

Although ‘‘Cassandra’’ Molotov 
at Warsaw recently warned those 
with a thirst for Titoism that the 
Balkan rebel would soon be rubbed 
out, the plucky Poles continue to 
drag their feet in the Moscow-in- 
spired drive to turn their proud 
country into a Soviet colony. 

Stubborn nationalism survives. 
Therefore, several new oppressions 
have been undertaken by President 
Boleslaw Bierut, the Kremlin 
stooge, to jam his recalcitrant 
people into the communist matrixe 
These controls affect soldiers, 
workers, farmers, women and youth. 

Soviet Marshal Georgi K. Shukov 
recently was taken out of moth 
balls to urge Rokossovsky’s un- 
reliable satellite troops to be 
loyal to the Soviet army. But even 
the pleas of this once-heroic figure 
cannot erase the hostility of 
Russophobe junior officers and 
enlisted mene 

Communist cells have been set 
up in the armed forces. Civilian 
commissars indoctrinate soldiers 
in Leninism and, according to 
General Melenas, the propaganda 
boss, teach ‘‘burning hatred for 
Anglo-American enemies of peace, 
socialism and democracy.’”’ 


Forced Labor of Women 
and Children 

On the economic front, the out- 
put, scheduled in the Six-Year 
Plan, has sagged. Hence longer 
hours without extra pay are manda- 
tory in industry. Previously, vol- 
untary overtime was heralded as a 
noble example of patriotism. But 
enthusiasm for extra exertion was 
doused when a much ballyhooed 
foundry shock-worker, who had 
broken all individual production 
records, collapsed from overwork 
and died. 

The slave-driving decrees pre- 


cipitated a lump of strikes among 
angry longshoremen and coal 
miners in Upper Silesia, even 


though walkouts in this worker’s 
paradise are tabooed by law. The 
strikes were ruthlessly broken by 
the UB (security forces.) Now the 
abashed workers must endure 
Marxist refresher courses hammered 
into them by communist agitators. 

Persuasion and pressure are 
used to push women into industry. 
The Sejm (Parliament) recently re- 
pealed prewar legislation that 
barred them from heavy and danger- 
ous work, Approximately 1,500,000 
are now employed, three times the 
prewar figure. This number is to 
be doubled for the Six-Year Plan 
that ends in 1956. 

Child labor also has been in- 
troduced in textile factories, steel 
mills and mines. The ZMP (United 
Polish Youth) funnels its members 
into trade unions. Among the 
special assignments of teen-agers 
are to engage in work races, known 
as *‘Junior Socialist Emulation,’’ 
and to spy on lazy youngsters and 
those who break or steal govern- 
ment tools. 


Resistance and 
Sabotage Rampant 

So fierce is peasant Opposition 
that Warsaw no longer compels 
farmers to deed over their precious 
land to collectives; they are re- 
quired only to lease it, But they 
still resist, slowing down cultiva- 
tion and harvesting. So field 
worker ‘‘brigades’’ are drafted, 
subject to semi-military discipline.
